He was 
really sorry it happened, but he was wor- 
ried and excited Saturday. 

Would he be willing to take the men back? 
inquired one of the committee. 

In an hour after he had dismissed them, 
said Mr. Crawford, he was willing to take

He said he was glad to see the committee.

WHAT MR. CRAWFORD SAYS. 


“Out of Thine Own Mouth Will I 
Judge Thee.”—Luke, xix—22. 


When word first reached the Post-Dis- 
patch that Mr. Dugald Crawford had dis- 
charged a number of his oldest and most 
faithful employes because they had ac- 
knowledged to him that they intended vot- 


ing the free silver ticket, a reporter was 
promptly sent to Mr. Crawford's place of 
business to get his statement. Mr. Craw- 
ford was not inclined to talk much about the 
affair at that time, so another reporter was 
sent later in the evening to Mr. Crawford’s 
home. He still declin to make a state- 
ment other was given in the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch. When a reporter called on 
Mr. Crawford Monday morning about all he 
had to say was “Fire away.“ 


In each of the morning papers to-day 


the newspaper man, said: ‘Well, my boy, 
I have not been arrested, as you can readily 
see, and furthermore I have little fear of 
any such action g taken. have done 
nothing unlawful or that would subject 
me to arrest, but hearing that such action 
was contemplated I consulted my attorney. 


| Having notoing to conceal in relation to 


my action, I toldghim the circumstances 
exactly as they were, and he assured me 
that no t I have done e 
construed as a violation of law.“ 
When asked to give a complete statement 


of the matter, Mr. Crawford 


id: 
“First of all, I want it distinctly under- 
stood that at no time have I attempted to 


coerce or intimidate men in my employ, } 


mor have I ever asked any man to vote for 
Maj. McKinley or any obher man. I have 
always considered myself capable of man- 
aging my own business, and have exercised 
my own discretion in doing those things 
which my judgment has dictated. I have 
not read any of the accounts which have 
appeared in the papers of my action in 
discharging a number of employes Satur- 
day, except the reference to it in this morn- 
ing’s Globe-Democra*, so have nothing to 
say about them, either affirmatively or 
negatively. I do know that sometimes 
newspapers which do not receive large ad- 
vertising contracts from business houses at- 
tempt to force the proprietors to expend 
their money in that 8 : 

“It was a week ago Saturday when I re- 
turned from my summer residence in the 
North, but perhaps I had better go back 
to the real nning of the business in 
my own mind. It was over two months and 
a half ago that I first began to realize the 
seriousness of the issues involved in the 
present political campaign. While our busi- 
ness, like every other concern in the coun- 
try, was feeling the depression of the times 
I was congratulating myself in the belief 
that McKinley would be elected and then 
we would have the prosperous times of the 
Harrison administration, I had a talk with 
@ number of men, some of whom I aft- 
erward discharged, and spoke about this 
matter. I often consult with the heads of 
the different departments in our store, in 
fact, do so at least once a month. When 
the boys told me that their sales were not 
up to what they would like to have them 
and what they should be, I would say, 
Never mind, boys, it will all be changed 
and things will pick up when McKinley is 
elected.” I did not ask them what their 
politics were, or who they were going to 
vote for, but they all acquiesced in what I 
said and agreed that with the triumph of 
sound money would come better times. I 


was led to believe that they were all going 


to vote for McKinley. In consequence of 


their talk and actions, I was cOngratulat- 
ing myself that we had so many sound 
money men in the Kore and said so to 
those standing about in the office. That was

D. CRAWFORD'S ADVERTISING. 

Certain gold standard advocates and 
Republicans, being controlled and actu- 
ated by sordid motives alone, cannot 
conceive of any man acting from prin- 
ciple alone, Where the almighty ddllar is 
concerned. Hence the charge has been 
made that the Post-Dispatch published 
the news about the discharge of his em- 
ployes by D. Crawford on account of their 
politics because he would not advertise 
in the Post-Dispatch. The absurdity and 
falsehood of this statement is clearly 
shown by the following facts and figures: 
D. Crawford & Co. advertised in the 
Post-Dispatch during 1896, up to’ the very 
day of Mr. Crawford’s extraordinary ac- 
tion in dismissing his employes, more 
than double the amount of advertising 
which he did during the same Period in 
1895. To be exact, D. Crawford & Co.’8 
advertising up to that date in 1896 was 
127 per cent in excess of their advertising 
during the same period in 1895. Month 
by month, with the exception of thé dull 
summer months, June, July and August, 
their advertising in 1896 was largely in 
excess of the corresponding months in 
1895; and in those three months the dif- 
ference was very slight. 
Here is the cash record by months: In 
January, 1896, D. Crawford & Co.’s adver- 
tising in the Post-Dispatch was 832 per 
cent in excess of January, 1895. In Feb-

of THE STANDARD- DOLLAR. 

The silver dollar is by exisiting law the 
standard dollar of the United States and 
all debts now due and payable are pay- 
able in it because they were contracted 
on a silver basis as much as on a gold 
basis. 

As soon as it was discovered that sil- 
ver had been demonetized by the act of 
1873, the indignation of the people forced 
the restoration of the silver dollar to its 
old place as the standard. Though strong 
enough to do this, they were not strong 
enough to open the mints. 

Hence the gold conspirators have been 
able to evade the law, but when they de- 
clare that gold is the lawful standard of 
the country and that debts now due were 
contracted on a gold basis, they are 
guilty of a most impudent falsehood. 

The United States do not owe a dollar 
of debt but what is by law made payable 
in silver at the option. of the Government. 

The same law establishes the standard 

silver dollar as the legal tender for the 
payment of private debts. 
When these facts are notorious, it is 
only through the most reckless mendacity 
that the advocates of free coinage are 
charged with wishing to coin a cheaper 
dollar than the one in which existing 
debts were contracted., 

They will never coin a single dollar that 
will be a single cent cheaper than the 
Rundred-cent, standard dollar of the 
United States, as now established by law. 
All they propose to do is to open the 
mints and coin these standard dollars so 
that money can not be cornered by for- 
éign and domestic syndicates of specu- 
lators, usurers, bond-dealers and credit- 
brokers, who get control of our Treasury 
and force new issues of bonds as means 
of “bulling” the price of the gold they 
hold corneréd in their vaults and out of 
circulation. 

France has in circulation over $17 of 
silver for every head of population. We 
have only about $9 a head and it is esti- 
mated that we have five times as much 
work for each dollar of it to do as a dol- 
lar has to do in Franee. 

With tmmensely increasing crops, with 
production increasing in all lines, with 
new machinery every day adding to our 
possibilities of output, we need an in- 
creasing money supply to move our prod- 
ucts and to make their exchange possible. 
Those who can not see this are ignor- 
ant of the first principle of exchange. 
They are not sufficiently intelligent to 
be safely trusted with the ballot. The 
vote they will cast will be against the 
country’s interest as it will be against 
thelr own—unless indeed they are bond- 
speculators, usurers or credit-brokers. 
But nothing they will be able to do will 
keep the mints closed or perpetuate syn- 
dicate control of the Tréasury of the 
United Statees. The country is aroused 
as. it has not been in years. The Roths- 
childs, the Morgans, the Whitneys and 
the Hannas are beaten. The mints will 
be opened. The people are sovereign in 
America.

noticed that he is to reduce wages if he 
has to pay a premium to get gold with which 
to pay interest on bonds. 

He well knows that his company will not 
be required to pay a premium for the legal 
tender money of the United States, of which 
there are three kinds, gold, silver and Treas- 
ury notes. The railroad company will pay 
their bonds, interest and all other debts in 
such funds as are current and a lawful ten- 
der. If any one kind is not obtainable, re- 
course may and will be had to the other two 
kinds of money. 

If by any means gold should be worth a 
premium in the market it would instantly 
become a commodity, and when demanded 
in fulfillment of any contract calling for its 
delivery, would be used at its market price. 

Thus, if a railroad bond for $1,000 was pay- 
able in gold, and this money was salable in 
‘the market at $200—as is daily threatened— 
‘the bond would be legally payable with $600 
in gold, for the reason that the holder. is 
entitled to the quantity of gold that will 
bring $1,000. It 18s precisely on the same 
footing as if the bond was for $1,000, paya- 
ble in wheat—that is, the holder is entitled | 
to the quantity of wheat that can be sold 
for 31.000. The only inquiry in either dase 
would bé, how much gold or how much 
wheat is required to obtain $1,000? 

The laws of this nation provide a money 


payment of all debts, public and private, 
The public policy of the law cannot be ig- 


tween contracting parties. Otherwise all 
usury and other restrictive laws would be 
defeated by private contract. Any obliga- 
tion whatever, payable in dollars within 
the United States, can be lawfully dis- 
charged in any of the three kinds of money 
which by statute have been declared to be 
legal tender. 

All negotiable paper is payable only in 
money. The law specifies what shall be 
money. If a note or bond is drawn payable 
in anything else, it is not negotiable, but 
is only « contract to deliver a commodity. 
Bonds payable in £, s, d in London are, if 
bona fide, payable in English money. If it 
is a mere trick or device to evade our laws 
it is usury, and subject to the statutes en- 
acted to prevent oppression. A bond or note 
payable in specified articles is a mere evi- 
dence of contract, and is not entitled to 
any of the privileges of negotiable paper. 

There is no occasion for alarm over con- 
tracts payable in gold. Any lawful money 
will discharge the judgment obtainable 
thereon.

I therefore respectfully resign my posi-

would be glad to have every Nationalist 
in the State do the same, as I believe that, 
next to the National party, the Democratic 
Party best represents the interests of the 
great mass of the common people and that 
in the future the privileges and the liber- 
ties of a free suffrage to the wage earners | 
of the nation will largely depend upon the 
results of this coming election. 

Never before in the history of the Re- 
public has such a condition presented itself 
in our national politics.

HANGS AROUND A COURT-ROOM. 


Puts in the Still Hours ‘Frightening 


Watchmen, Negroes and Other

Hewalked through the famous old court 
room to the rear and through the offices 
of the Cireult Attorney. hen Stevens 
came back into the room, crossed in front 
of the entrance occupied by Judge Edmunds 
and opened the door into the jury room. 

After he had thrown the door open he 
noticed that the window was up and started 
over to close it. In the dark he stumbled 
over a waste paper basket and fell. 

He no more than struck the floor when a 
gruff voice called out: 

“Get out of here! I belong here!“ 

As Stevens got to his feet he looked into 
the corner whence came the voice and saw 
crouching there the form of a large man.

Every effort was made to find him during 
the day. It was realized that he was rav- 
ing and that for him to be at large was a 
menace to the lives of those on the streets. 
He kept himself hid, but at 4 o'clock re- 
appeared near the Post Office. 

At that hour, Schrader left the lithograph- 
ing works. He lived in that part of Atlan- 
ta known as the West End, and it was his 
custom to 15 directly home. Friday even- 
ing he decided to go to the Post Office. As 
he neared the place, Osborne stepped up to 
him and fired three shots at him, without 
warning and without provocation. 

Schrader was dead when he was picked 
4 by those attracted by the shooting. 
The body was carried into a livery stable, 
where it was found that one bullet had 

enetrated the left lung and the other 

ad struck the left arm. 

The murder occurred so suddenly that no 
effort was made at once to capture the mur- 
derer, and had he desired he could have 
escaped easily. He merely stood with the 
revoiver in his hand watching the body of 
his victim: When an officer at length 
seized him, he made no resistance, nor said 
a word, quietly accompanying his captor to 
the police statior. 

Since the tragedy Osborne’s violence has 
increased. He is confined in a padded cell, 
and continually raves about the loss of his 
soul. Saturday morning he refused to take 
food, saying he did not want dog meat, 
Of every one who approached him, he in- 
quired, Have you got my soul?’ 

When Mrs. Schrader reached St. Louis 
Monday with her sop and the body of her 
husband she was almost prostrated. At 
the residente of her husband's parents she 
fainted twice, and Tuesday was barely able 
to attend the funeral.

“Finally I ordered my men in the 
office to make out a list of the silver 
meninmy employ. When it was com- 
pleted there were twelve names on the 
list that we were sure of, and devel- 
opments have shown that we made no 
mistake. Out of these twelve men 
whom I discharged I only spoke to 
four as to why I let them go. I did 
not tell these four the reason, but in- 
timated to them how I felt about the 


matter. 


“The first one of the four I spoke to was 
of Irish descent. I was going through the 
store and met him in his department. He 
pas walking up and down, swinging his 

rms, and I called him by name and said, 
‘I understand that you are going to vot 
for silver? He swelled himself up an 
said, ‘Yes, sir; I am an Irishman and a 
Democrat, and I am going to vote for sil- 
ver.’ I was pretty much worked up just 
then and more an than I should have 
been probably, but all I said to the man 
was, ‘You better go up and get your money 
and get work from a free silver man.’ I 
spoke to three other men about the same 
way, and that is a fair sample of the con- 
versation between us. I did not ask a sin- 
gle man to vote for McKinley, nor did I 
threaten them. I simply exercised the right 
I had to employ or discharge any man 
whom I thought was detrimental to my in- 
terests: These men seemed to me like 
vipers that I had warmed and were now 
awaiting an opportunity to sting me. Many 
of them had been working for me several 

ears and had been living off my ager 
ty. My interests should have been their 
interests, and they should have seen that 
they were bent on hurting me and through 
me themselves. 
“T cannot realize and did not when I told 
my book-keeper to insert a note in the pay 
envelo of those twelve men how they 
could fook at it in any other light. I have 
just been reading Archbishop Ireland's 
arguments and statement of facts in sup- 
ort of sound money, as reported in the 
lobe-Democrat, and I cannot see how any 
sensible man can resist such a statement as 
that, and which is supported by so many 
able men. , 

J admit I was angry when I 1 
those men, but I have never discharged a 
man yet in anger and afterward realized 
that it was unjust but that I have sent for 
him the next day and reinstated him. Many 
people can testify to that fact, and also 
that on several occasions I have increased 
their salaries on taking them back. The 
workingman has no better friend in St. 
Louis than Iam. My heart is bigger than 
my pocketbook. When [I deliberately dis- 
charge a man for cause there is no appeal 
from my decision. I never take him back. 
In this case I have thought much about 
the families of these men, and have been 
sorry for those depending on them. I know 
that they may be able to secure positions 
elsewhere, but they cannot get as re 
places as they had with me. The politicians 
and men whom they. have taken up with 
may support them for a time, but it will be 
for only a little while, and then what are 
the men going to do? - Starve the rest of 
the winter? : 
“It was when I thought of these things 
their families that I made u 
my mind to take them back if they wish 
to come. When a representative of one of 
the labor unions called on me at my office 
and wanted to know what I was going to do 
about the men and whether I would take 
them back, allow them for the time they 
had lost, and give them a half day in which 
to vote, I told him I would do so. Not only 
that, but I told him I would close up my 
store on election day and let all my men 
vote, There be other silver men in my 
employ and they can vote with the twelve. 
I have never attempted to prevent them 
from doing so or suggested any course to 


em. 

Understand, I have in no way changed 
my attitude in this matter. I will not be 
intimidated, nor have I nor will I attempt 
to intimidate. I still hold that I have the 
right to employ or discharge whomever I 
choose. I still believe that the success of 
free silver would injure me immeasurably, 
and 8 me my employes and those de- 
pending on me. The motive which prompted 
the discharge of the men was not that of 
trying to force them to vote or refrain from 
voting any way they choose, but was 
rompted by disgust. This disgust arose 
rom the realization that these men had 
led me to believe that they were for sound 
money and my interests, but had deceived 
me, and were going to vote and work for 
free silver, and against both themselves and 


me. 

“IT do net wish to say or do anything that 
will antagonize any one or result in injury 
to a solitary person. I am not that kind of 
a man.“

Stephen G. De Veaux and J. McNeil went 
back to work at Crawford's Tuesday morn.

Mr. Mills presented Mr. Crawford's case 
to the men in a ve apologetic manner, 
He said that it was Mr. Crawford's desire 
that all of them should come back to work. 
Mr. Crawford, he said, was sorry that he 
had ever discharged them.

Employers who attempt to do so will find 
that the loss of the men’s time and services 
will be quite as great. if not greater, than 
would result from giving all the employes a 
half holiday. 

Since the Post-Dispatch began the agita- 
tion for a half holiday for workingmen, a 


number of employers have thought the mat- 
ter over. me of them have already de- 
cided to make the concession asked, while 
others may be counted on to reach the same 
decision.
